The bulk of 
each unit is made up of edited versions of the descriptive teacher 
evaluations. Bibliographic and cost information for each curriculum 
titl° ar» provided along with information on the circumstances under 
which the materials were used, the grade level, teaching time, and 
preparation time reguired. Comments on content, focus, key concepts, 
qoals, helpful supplementary materials, required student abilities, 
motivation associated with ^-he use of the materials, and additional 
insights complete each description.

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INTRODUCTION 



The materials annotated here represent a process of improving teach- 
ing about interdependence, conflict, and change through classroom testing 
curri^lum materials. The notes and comments are those of the participa- 
ting teachers. They are intended to assist curriculum development through 
a process of implementing already available materials. Attached to each 
guide is an evaluation form so that this process can be ongoing. 

The testing came after three years of work by the Diablo Valley Edu- 
cation Project, a program of the Center for War/Peace Studies, and the Mt. 
Diablo Valley Unified School District in Concord, California, partially 
aided by ^ grant from the Rosenberg Foundation of San Francisco. It rep- 
resents the collective input of some seventy teachers and four staff mem- 
bers. The further development of these guides was sponsored by the Center 
for Teaching International Relations. The purpose of these guides is to 
continue curriculum improvement and stimulate greater numbers of teachers 
to use some of the materials. 

Since these guides represent materials as they were used by teachers 
the following cautionary notes should be made: 

1. The materials included in the handbook were selected by Diablo 
Valley Education Project staff for their focus ou concepts of 
prime interest to the Project and are not a cross-section of 
what is available. 

2. These materials were in turn selected by teachers who felt the 
materials would be stimulating and useful in their classrooms. 

3. The number of teachers, testing most materials was quite small as 
priority was pldced .on ■ involving many teachers with many materials 
rather than on a large number of teachers evaluating a few materials 

^. The comments presented here ai-e ^>aa.wca vei'oiuiit^ drawn from the 
original teacher evaluations. 

b. On individual sheets recommended placement refers to where the 
item might be best placed. In the indexes the same item may be 
shown as being useful in a wider range of grade levels. No incon-- 
sistency is intended. 

5. In some cases the descriptions of tlio material — including content, 
focus, goals and objectives apply only to the portions taught and 
to the manner in which testing teachers used the material. You 
should be aware, for example, that the goals and objectives listed 
may be the teachers' goals as modified for their use rathor than the 
goals the authors had in niind. 



7. The guide is being distributed in six conceptual units — change, 
conflict, identity, interdependence, power and authority, values 
and valuing. Each unit however, contains a listing of all the 
materials tested and complete indexes including topics/techniques 
index, and suggested placement of tested materials into semester 
courses. Items are arranged alphabetically by title. If you are

INTRODUCTION 



The materialo annotated here represent a process of improving teach- 
iny{ airout incordependence , conflict, and change through classroom testing 
curriculum materials. The notes and coiriinent3 ax^e those of the pai^ticipa- 
ting teachers. They are intended to assist curriculum development through 
a process of implementing already available materials. Attached to each 
?,uide is an evaluation form so that this process can be ongoing. 

The testing came after three years of woz^k by the Diablo Valley Kdu- 
cation Fi'ojecl, a program of the Center for War/Peace Studies, and the Mt% 
Diablo Valley Unified School District in Concord, California, partially 
aided oy a grant from the Rosenberg Foundation of San .Francisco. It rep- 
resents the collective input of some seventy teachers and four staff men.- 
berj. The further development of these guides was sponsored by the Center 
for Teaching International Relations. The purpose of these guides is to 
continue curriculum improvement and stimulate greater numbers of teachers 
to use some of the materials. 



Since these guides represent materials as they were usee by teachers 
the following cautionary notes should be made: 



1. The materials included in the handbook were selected by Diablo 
Valley Edi jation Project staff for their focus on concepts of 
prime interest to the Project and are not a cross-section of 
what is available. 



2. These materials were in turn selected by teachers who felt the 
materials would be stimulating and useful in their classrooms. 

3. The number of teachers testing most materials was quite small as 
priority was placed on involving many teachers with many materials 
rather than on a large number of teachers evaluating a few materials.

INTRODUCTION 



The materials annotated here represent a process of improving teach- 
ing about interdependence, conflict, and change through classroom testing 
curriculum materials . The notes and comments are those of the participa- 
ting teachers. They are intended to assist curriculum development through 
a process of implementing already available materials. Attached to each 
guide is an evaluation form so that this process can be ongoing. 

The testing came after three years of woi'k by the Diablo Valley Edu- 
cation Project, a program of the Center for War/Peace Studies, and the Mt» 
Diablo Valley Unified School District in Concord, California, partially 
aided by a grant from the Rosenberg Foundation of San Francisco. It rep- 
resents the collective input of some seventy teachers and four staff mem- 
bers. The further development of these guides was sponsored by the Center 
for Teaching International Relations. The purpose of these guides is to 
continue curriculum improvement and stimulate greater numbers of teachers 
to use some of the materials.^ 

Since these guides represent materials as they were used by teachers 
the following cautionary notes should be made: 

1., The materials included in the handbook were selected by Diablo 
Valley Education Project staff for their focus on concepts of 
prime inter^^t to the Project and are not a cross-section of 
what is available. 

2. Tlre^sQ^jpjrtr^ials were in turn selected by teachers who felt the 
materials would be stimulating and useful in their classrooms. 

3. The number of teachers, testing most materials was quite small as 
priority was pldced .on .involving many teachers with many materials 
rather than on a large number of teachers evaluating a few materials. 

4. The comments presented here are e;saxcod versions drawn from the 
original teacher evaluations. 

5. Cn individual sheets recommended placeii^ent refers to where the 
item might be best placed. In the indexes tho same item may be 
show-n as being useful in a wider range of grade levelii. No incon- 
sistency is intendid. 

6. In some cases the descriptions of the material including content, 
focus, goals and objectives apply only to the portions taught and 
to the manner in which te^;t.ins teachers used the materiaJ . You

They are intended to assist curriculum development through 
a process of implementing already available materials. Attached to each 
.fc^.uide is an evaluation form so that this process can oe ongoing. 

The testing came after three years of work by the Diablo Valley Edu-- 
cation Project, a program of the Center for War/Peace Studi6s, and ti^e Mt • 
Diablo Valley Unified School District in Concord, California, partially 
aided by a grant from..4;he Rosenberg Foundation of San Francisco. It rep- 
resents the collective input of some seventy teachers and four staff mem- 
bers. The further development of these guides was sponsored by the Center 
for Teaching International Relations. The purpose of these guides is to 
continue curriculum improvement and stimulate greater numbers of teachers 
to use some of the materials. 

Since these guides represent materials as they were used by teachers 
the following cautionary notes should be made: 

1. The materials included in the handbook were selected by Diablo 
Valley Education Project staff for their focus on concepts of 
prime interest to the Project and are not a cross-section of 
what is available, 

2. These rp^terials were in turn selected by teachers who felt the 
materials would be stimulating and useful in their classrooms, 

3. The number of teachers testing most materials was quite small as 
priority was placed on involving many teachers with many materials 
rather than on a large number of teachers evaluating a few materials, 

•-t. The cGiTiinents presented here are edited versions drawn from tiie 
ox i/^inal teacher evaluations.

INTRODUCTION 



The materials annotated here represent a process of improving teach- 
ing about interdependence , conflict , and change through classroom testing 
curriculum materials. The notes and comments are those of the participa- 
ting teachers. They are intended to assist* curriculum development through 
a process of implementing already available materials. Attached to each 
guide is an evaluation form so that this process can be ongoing* 

The testing came after three years of work by the Diablo Valley Edu- 
cation Project, a program of the Center for War/Peace Studies, and the Mt, 
Diablo Valley Unified School District in Concord, California, partially 
aided by a grant from the Rosenberg Foundation of San Francisco, It rep- 
resents the collective input of some seventy teachers and four staff mem- 
bers. The further development of these guides was sponsored by the Center 
for Teaching International Relations. The purpose of these guides is to 
continue curriculum improvement and stimulate greater numbers of teachers 
to use some of the materials. 

Since these guides represent materials as th^y were used by teachers 
the following cautionary notes should be made: 

1. The materials included in the handbook were selected by Diablo 
Valley Education Project staff for their focus on concepts of 
prime interest to the Project and are not a| cross-section of 
what is available, 

2. These materials were in turn selected by teachers who felt the 
materials would be stimulating and useful in their classrooms. 

3. The number of teachera testing most materials was quite small as 
priority was placed ;on .-involving many teachers with many materials 
rather than on a large number of teachers evaluating a few materials. 

The comments presented here are cv^xccd ver^ion^ drawn from the 
original teacher evaluations. 

5. On individual sheets recommended placement refers to where the 
item might be best placed. In the indexes the same item may be 
shown as being useful in a wider range of grade levels. No incon- 
sistency is intended. 

6, In some cases the descriptions of the material including content, 
focus, goals and objectives apply only to the portions taught and 
to the manner in which testing teachers used the material. You 
should be aware, for example, that the goals and objectives listed 
may be the teachers* goals as modified for their use rather than the 
goals the authors had in mind* 



7. The guide is being distributed in six conceptual units change ^ 
conflict, identi^ty, interdependence, power and authority, values 
and valuing. Each unit however, contains a listing of all the 
materials tested and complete indexes including topics/techniques 
index, and suggested placement of tested materials into semester 
courses. Items are arranged alphabetically by title. If you are
